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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Invention I; claims 1 - 3, in the reply filed on 7/20/06 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(b) because they are incomplete. 37 
CFR 1.83(b) reads as follows: 

When the invention consists of an improvement on an old machine the drawing 
must when possible exhibit, in one or more views, the improved portion 
itself, disconnected from the old structure, and also in another view, so 
much only of the old structure as will suffice to show the connection of 
the invention therewith. 

The drawings do not show how or where exactly the batteries are to be affixed. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84 (p) and (q) because 
they do not include any reference sign(s) or leader lines.

4 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
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be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

6. The use of various trademarks has been noted in this application. They should be 
capitalized wherever they appear and be accompanied by a generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
that might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same, and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention.

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Applicants' specification appears to be a mere discussion of the advantages and 
disadvantages of an electric motorcycle and does not describe the structural makeup of the 
invention. 

Appropriate corrections are required. Applicant is cautioned however not to introduce 
new matter into the disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, line 1, it is unclear how affixing batteries can produce electricity. 

Regarding claim 1, line 7-8, it is unclear how the "means" connects the batteries to an 
electric connection, a bus, or a battery system and it is further unclear what applicant considers 
as these elements and/or where these elements might be in reference to the means. 

Regarding claim 2, it is unclear what applicant considers as a "grounding connection" 
and it is further unclear where this element is in reference to the batteries. 

Regarding claim 3, it is unclear what applicant considers as a "connection the battery 
system and how it is connected to the voltage regulator. 
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10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 1 . Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-3, the applicant failed to describe the invention in the drawings or the 
specification in such as way that would allow any one of ordinary skill in the art to make or use 
the invention as claimed. 

Regarding claim 1, the broad range or limitation of "a battery or plurality of batteries" 
cited in line 3, together with a narrow range or limitation "the batteries" as cited in lines 6 and 7 
that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

13. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by HONDA JP 
59075880A. 

Honda shows an apparatus comprising a battery sized to fit within a frame of a 
motorcycle, wherein the frame is of sufficient size and diameter to fit and contain the battery, 
which includes a connecting means for connecting the battery to an electric connection or battery 
system (abstract, figure 6-12). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

14. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

15. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over HONDA 
'880 in view of Van Opijnen '936. 

Honda; as stated above, discloses an apparatus as claimed, as best understood, but was 
silent about the inherent electrical connections of the battery system; in particular an inherent 
grounding connection for the battery; as best understood and was silent about the connection of 
the battery system to a voltage regulator. 

Van Opijnen discloses an electrical battery system for a motorcycle, which discloses the 
prior art of a battery system that utilizes a grounding connection to prevent damage to the electric 
system and a voltage regulator connected to a battery to prevent over charging of the battery 
(column 1-5). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have utilized a grounding connection and a voltage regulator in the battery system 
of the Honda motorcycle in order to prevent damage to the electric system and battery of Honda 
as suggested by Van Opijnen battery system and is old and well known in the electrical art. 
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Conclusion 


16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Ou '787, Kawashima et al '292, Thompson '311, Sueshige et al '216, Ogawa et al 
'427, Yonehana et al '910 and Gouzy DE 3018333A show a battery apparatus.
